ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 29.—Syl- 
van Hayes Lauchheimer of Baltimore-sé- 
verely criticized centralization of power 
in the Government as being injurious ‘to 
the nation because‘ “ it~ destroys Indi- 
vidual initiative and breeds contempt of 
the law,’’ in'an address today before the 
convention of .thé* Maryland State Bar 
Association, of which-he is President. 

‘The powers of the-Government have 
been increased until ‘almost eVery action 
of the individual will be subject to re- 
vision by the .Government,”” he said. 
“ Government ‘control of personal beha- 


vior has grown beyond the needs. 

‘| Accom ng the decline of personal 
liberty there been an increaséd, dis- 
res for the law. Those who aré-re- 


bellious and decline ‘to acquiesce with; 


the present trend and still insist on their 
ndividual rights are in the minority.”’

Referring to the proposed resolution of 


the American Bar Association which ad- 
vocates two years of college ‘work as 
indispensable, Mr. Lauchheimer said: 

“The two-year. standard ought not to 
be too high. It should be ‘welcomed by 
every.one, but we cannot shut our eyes 
to the fact that such a standard would 
have precluded the admission of desir- 
able persons. Some elasticity should be 
allowed ‘so that ‘no worthy person. be 
denied admission. . A. college education 
is desirable, t whethér two years 
should be necessary is a question. Char- 
acter should be a qualification. It must 
not be too easy nor too difficult to 
enter the ranks.””

vard at 100 meters. : In November Siroff 
Was so strong he dared to attack the 
town of Novouzensk, capital of a large 
district, but was heavily defeated by 
Red troops the latter have since been 
| withdrawn .owing to the shortage of 
food, and-the bandits have renewed 
| their activities on a smaller scale. 

It appears they captured a small vil- 
lege massacred the three or four Com- 
munists. theréand were laying an. am- 
bush for the Red commissar who was 
expected in a Fora car. Tuthill and 
an interpreter Who wéte driving 4a Ford 
thus suddenly found themselves covered 
Ly rifles. 

Siroff advanced on a Cossack pony 
and with a develed revolver ordered 
ithem to prepare .for instant death. 
Tuthill crouched forward reaching for 
a gun in the door panel, but the inter- 
preter shouted ,“‘ Americansky "’ at the 
top of his voice. The bandit lowered 
the weapon, smiling. 

“We have no quarrel with Ameri- 
cans,"’ he said. ,“* We thought’ you 
were Communists, which is another 
matter."’ 

To emphasize hts words he took Tut- 
hill to see the bodies of the Communists 
killed the same morning, saying finally: 

“We know we are fighting a forlorn 
hope, but we lost everything in the rey- 
olution and have sworn to continue the 
struggle to the end.”’ 

There are reports in the neighboring 
county that the famous woman bandit, 
Maruisha, is acain on the warpath. 
Maruisha is declared to pe a young wo- 
man of great beauty whose husband, a 
social revolutionary officer, was killed 
two..years ago by a commissar ‘who 
wanted the girl himself. Maruisha shot 
him through the head with his own pis- 
tol, escaped’ to the woods and raised a 
White company to fight the Bolsheviki.

Cofttinental countries aye trying to raise 
leans-in.the Swiss Confederation. . The 
Swiss bankers and Government have 
considered these proposals and have just 
decidéd that capital’ must not leave the 
country, for directly trade revives there 
will be a shortage of; capital. 

The only borrowing allowed in_Swit- 
zériand will be by barter, that ts, banks 
will advance foreign countries loans for 
purchasing their manufactures. If Jugo- 
slavia, Rumania, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia want loans from Switzerland, 
they must buy Swiss products, for which 
Switzerland badly needs a market, and 
a arantee payment, either in cereals, 
petroleum, sugar or other necessities. 

Instead of sending these countries gold 
oF drafts, Switzerland will send them 
Idcomotives, machinery, watches, choco- 
late or other manufactures, but no cash. 
The bankers will act merely as inter- 
mediaries in estimating the value of 
goods exchanged.

SHE HAD SIGNED A RELEASE

Interests of Plaintiff, Now Mrs. 
Cowan, Bankcr’s Wife, Cared 
Fo> by Guardian. 


The suit of ‘Mrs. Marie M. Cowan, 
who divorced the late Harry 8. Hark- 
ness in Westchester County’ in 1916, to 
establish her right to the entire’ estate 
of $20,000,000 left by Mr. Harkness to 
Mrs., Florence S. Harkness, his widow, 
on the-ground that she and Mr. Hark- 
ness made mutual wills in 1909, was dis- 
missed yesterday by Supreme .Court Jus- 
tice Wasservogel after” counsel for the 
Harkness estate had submitted in evi- 
dence a release of all her claims signed 
by the former Mrs. Harkness in 1016 
when her divorce case was. pending. 

In connection with the trial yesterday 
it developed that Mrs. Harkness, who 
is now the wife of Kennett Cowan, an 
investment banker, is in a sanitarium. 
Her interests were protected by N. Tay- 
lor Phillips, who was appointed guar 
dian ad litem in her behalf last April. 
Through her guardian Mrs> Cowan 
maintained that she had no knowledge 
of the signing of the release, but evi- 
dence was submitted to Justice Wasser- 
vogel that the release was signed in due 
legal form and that Mrs, Cowan was 
of sound mind and knéw what she was 
doing atthe time. 

The release is a sweeping documen 
signed May 15, 1916, and waives 
claims in behaif of the former Mrs. 
Harkness and her heirs, executors and 
administrators against Mr.’ Harkness. 
It is also a release of her dower interest 
in property in New ork, Kentucky, 
Ohio and California. » She received $200,- 
000, but the release stated that it did not 
affect her claim for alimony in the di- 
vorce proceeding. It was learned yes- 
terday that. Mr. Harkness had paid her 
$33,000 a year under the decree, until her 
remarriage. 

The release, which Justice Wasservogel 
holds is binding in the present suit, 
states that she releases all claims *“* she 
ever had, now has or which her heirs, 
exécutors or: administrators _ hereafter 
can, shall or may. have, for, upon, or 
by reason of any matter, cause or thing 
whatsoever, from the beginning of the 
world to the date of the signature of 
these presents.”’ 3 t 


JUSTICE STRAHL WINS. 


Appellate Division Dismisses Pro- 
ceedings by Brooklyn Bar Association 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday refused to 
impose punishment on Municipal Court 
Justice Jacob 8. Strahl for his cam- 
aign methods when he was a candidate 
or the Supreme Court bench in 1920, 
and handed down a decision dismissing 
the proceedings brought against him by 
the Brooklyn Bar Association to have 
him. disciplined for conduct unbecoming 





The Bar Association based its action 
on-campaign literature distributed in be- 
half of Justice Strahl, in which he de- 
nounced the rent ——— 

The court, through Presiding Justice 
Abel E. Blackmar, who wrote the 
opinion, critich the campaign methods 
employed for the Municipal Court Jus- 
tice, but noted that the proceedings of 
the Brooklyn Bar Association were 
brought against Justice Strahl as an at- 
torney; whereas the acts complained of 
refer to Strahl as a Judge. Justice 
Blackmar adds that “‘ the law provides 
a method of disciplining a Justice of the 
Municipal Court -(impeachment), and 
such method is, we think, exclusive.”’

Secretary Weeks today announced | 
that the department is issuing instruc- 
tions to corps . area commianders that 
plans-for the Summer training camps 
will have to be modified in accordance 
with ‘the reduced amounts allowed for

The plans for: the citizens military 
training carmips call for training of 27,- 





and 27, 3,000 tobe trained in each corps 
urea for a period of 30 days. This ts 
the number for which appropriations 
Were requested by ‘the department and 
this part of ‘the scheme will not be 
altered. But under the reduced appro- 
priation -for the- organized -reserves. -it 
will be possible to give fifteen days’ 
training only to 4,500 members of the 
Officers -Reserve Corps, while. 900- will 
receive an. additional thirty days of 
training as instructors in: the citigens| 
military training camps. Under the 
modified plan only 500 reserve officers 
will be authorized to be trained in each 
corps aréa. Appropriations were .re- 
quested by the War Department for the 
training of 18,000 of the. approximate 
66,000 reserve corps officers. A 

Just how many of the Natiorial Guard 
will be trained) cannot be definitely 
stated until the estimates from State 
Adjutant Generals have been received. 
It is believed that all the National 
Guard troops will spend fifteen days 
in their Summer training camps. _ The 
four-day preliminary camps of instruc- 
tion for officers and non-commissioned 
officers, target practice except during 
the fifteen y camps, and State rifle 
competitions have been definitely 
eliminated from the training program 
for the National Guard. 

In view of the curtailment of the ap- 
propriations for horses, plans are bein 
considered for sending National G 
cavalry and artillery to regular army 
stations in order to utilize animals and 
equipment of the regular organizations 
sv far as is practicable.

THE KIND OF LAWS NEEDED. 

District Attorney. BaNToN -desires’ 
three new laws to enable him to pros- 
ccute the wolves of. Wall Street. It is 
romarkable that we have survived un- 
til now the Jack of statutes to compel 
buyers to. beware of séllers. This 
would be a happy town if laws alone 
would ‘altogether prevent. folly and 
wickedness. Pass all the laws any- 
body can suggest, by all means, but 
they ought to contain a clause mak- 
ing them automatic in execution. That 
is the defect of all existing laws. They 
unfortunately require enforcement. 

The report of the Lockwood commit- 
tee cannot yet have been.-completely 
Mforgotten. It found a way to indict 
416 persons and. 250 . corporations 
Without any new laws. Scores were 
sent to. jail; over a half million dol- 
lars was paid in fines. What the, 
District Attorney has done to. enforce 
existing criminal laws yields him more 
glory than could new laws for his suc- 
cessors to neglect. Let us have every 
law that anybody can suggest against 
anything. But let it be a self-exe- 
cuting, Jaw. Too much should not be 
demanded of prosecutors. 





MEMORIAL TREES IN THE PARK. 
The plan outlined by SAMUEL PaR- 
NS and approved by Commissioner 

GALLATIN is by far the most hopeful 

yet advanced for. the rehabilitation of 

Central Park. The good-will of our 

City Government is not questioned, 

but the mechanism through which it 

operates has proved too cumbrous 
and too liable to dislocation as a re- 
sult of political changes. The problem 
is essentially artistic and requires un- 
remitting application not merely from 
year to year but from decade to decade. 
What is happening to the Park in gen- 
eral is sufficiently portrayed in our 
photograph showing thirty _ years’ 
change in the Mall. Mr. Parsons pro- 
poses that enlightened and public-spir- 
ited citizens come to the rescue, doing 
by voluntary effort under suitable con- 
trol what the city has failed to do. 

Specifically, the plan is that. forty in- 

dividuals give $1,000 each and thus 

restore the forty great elms that once 
made the Mall beautiful... 

It is also proposed that a bronze 
tablet, embedded in concrete and firm- 
ly planted in the soil, shall record the 
name of the donor, or of any person 
or occasion he may wish to commemo-* 
rate. ‘The care which Mr. Parsons 
glands generously willing to give,' and 
the unprecedented amount of rich soil 
in’ which the great trees ‘will be set 
cut, are the best possible guarantees 
of permanence. An additional safe- 
guard lies in‘the fact that the entire 
group will .be watched over by two- 
score of tender and vigilant donors. 
Under such conditions, each © tree 
should be good for at léast a century. 
Thus re-established, the Mall would 
be an-object-lesson and an inspiration. 
Other beauty spots in the Park could 
be similarly treated. Best of all, the 
feasibility of restoration would be 
made manifest, so that it would be 
strange indeed if eventually the city 
were not moved to give adequate soil 
and care to this most beautiful heri- 
‘tege of all its people. : 

Mr. PARSONS was a partner of CAL- 
VERT VAUX (who with Frepericx Law 
OLMsTED . designed Central Park) 
until Mr. Vaux died in 1895. Since 
then he has been landscape architect 
to the city, Park Commissioner and 
President of the’ Park Board. No 
member of his profession is more 
highly or more widely esteemed. If 
he will organize a trust with himself 
as Chairman there is no doubt that 
the forty contributors will be shortly 
forthcoming.

Boccaccio:. “helped by the wish 

'. His Tales which. is , so. often 
the father of belief 

and His Bones. as well as of« the 
thought, ‘will enable. almost anybody: to 
accept as trué ‘the statement that..cer- 
tain bones recently removed to Florence 
from a house. in Certaldo are thosé of 
Boccaccio. That ‘they are not his bones 
cannot be proved, and it would be un- 
gracious to dwell too strongly on .the 
fact that ‘the only evidence, seemingly, 


of their authenticity is the finding” ot: 


them in a house once df/y thé 
fourteenth century story-teller—to give 
him. only: one of several well-earned 
characterizations. 

Of’ course, men rarely leave their bones 
in their ‘houses, but almost anything 
could happén jin Italy and in that ¢en- 
tury, and Boccaccio did have a strain of 
originality, though, after the fashion of 
his time—and of long after—he put no 
credit marks on “his pillagingé from the 
works of his predecessors., Plagiarism 
was no crime then; writers habitually 
took what they wanted wherever it could 
be found, and they acknowledged their 
debts only when the acknowledgment 
gave added value to the literary loot. 
Nobody minded what everybody did. 

If the finding of his supposititious 
bones creates énough interest in Boccac- 
cio to cause the diffusion of some real 
knowledge of him in circles where it now 
is sadly lacking, his deeply wronged 
shade will rejoice, for .it must have 
grieved oyér the wide acceptance of the 
belief that he was a specialist in im- 
propriety. The truth is that, as writers 
went then, he was notably delicate—al- 
most, prim—and he has acquired his rep- 
utation for. naughtiness simply because 
most of his stories could be read in later 
days by decent péople with ho great 
shock: to their taste and sensibilities, 
while those told by most of his contem- 
poraries were ‘‘ impossible,’’ and there- 
fore soon passed into.oblivion except for 
the schdlarily and immune—who said 
nothing. about them. 

The delusion that Boccaccio is inde- 
cent will we, dispelled promptly by any- 
body who. dips into the theological con- 
troversy of his age and finds out what 
good and pious men then could and did 
write about each other, in quarrels that 
now. seem to have been about less than 
nathing at all.

At least they will suspect that a vivid 
imagination has embroidered the tale. 

Thesé doubters more than probably 
are altogether wrong. They, forget many 
things—first, among the many, that ad- 
ventares are for the adventurous, and 
Mr. Brecaski ‘has had lots of them. be- 
fore; and, secondly, that in not a few 
parts of Mexico the Middle Ages are 
till doing. business. 

There is nothing at all in this tade that 
is intrinsically incredible, and the re- 
minders of the film, pictures contained 
in it, instead of causing suspicion as to 
its. veracity, should lénd a reflected 
plausibility to the shadows on the white 
sheets. In’ Mexico neither brigands nor 
caves have to be invented, and the num- 
ber of places where a man traveling in 
the dar could roll down a steep place 
into a river is next to infinite. 

Judged by the standards set by the best 
romances,’ Mr. BIcLasx!’s brigands were 
a careless and ineffectual band who 
should have taken at least a correspon- 
dence school course before entering upon 
a profession in which training counts 
for so.muth. That they let him get 
away shows that thgy. probably- were 
meré amateurs, unable even to scowl 
darkly and accustomed to getting a good 
night's rest.

State Police for Rural Localities. 
Tv the Editor of The New York Times: 

A recent and important amendment of the 
law establishing the. New York State Police 
(Chapter 161 of thé Laws of 1917) has not 
been given the publicity which it degerves. 
I refer to Chapter 401 of the Laws of 1922. 
This amendment gives power to any town 
or village or governing board.of any police 
district provided for under the own law 
to contract with the Superintendent of State 
Police for a detail of State troopers to be 
assigned to duty in that locality. Thus, for 
the first time, it has become possible for 
residents of all rural districts to have: ade- 
quate police protection. 

Modern methods of transport, especially 
the motor car, aré tending to make the 
preservation of law and order more a State 
than a local function. The present act is 
intended to give State police protection with- 
out the complete stirrender by the locality 
of its functions and without imposing upon 
the State budget any additional burden. 

The local constable residing in the district,

Following a warning to the public 
several days.ago to beware of. counter- 
feit David Hirshfields, an investigation 
was started yeesterday to discover who, 
if anyhody, had been impersonating the 
Commissioner of Accounts. 

Mr; Hirshfield made it clear yester- 
day that he did not mean that he had 
been .mimicked,~ but that there was 
actually -in existence a pseudo-Hirsh- 
field who was attempting, for some. un- 
disclosed purpose, to avail himself of 
the prestige and public standing of the 
Commissioner -of Accounts. 

The first step in the investigation of 
this case of mixed identities came. yes- 
terday at a public hearing in Mr, Hirsh- 
‘field's. office. ‘The hearing was on a 
totally different subject. The witness 
was David Hershfield, a lawyer, of. 2 
Rector Street.. In the midst: of an ex- 
amination on other matters, James Mc- 
Ginley,. Chief. of Staff. for Commissioner 
Hirshfield, interrupted and asked: 

“ Now, Mr. Hershfield, let. me ask you 
this. Did you ever impersonate the Com- 
missioner of Accounts here, in Atlantic 
City or elsewhere? ”’’ 


Hershfield Grows Indignant. 


** What has this to do with the sub- 
jJect?’’ asked Hershfield.. Examiner Mc- 
Ginley started to say something but 
Hershfield waited for no reply. Seiz- 
ing a ruler he smote the desk a re- 
sounding’ blow and shouted with great 
apparent indignation: : 

** I-have never impersonated the Com- 
missioner here, at Atlantic City or in 
any other place. There are many peo« 
ple who jokingly call. me Commissioner, 
and there are some people who seri- 
ously make the mistake, but I always 
take pains—great pains—to correct them. 

*‘T have. known Commissioner. Hirsh- 
field for thirty years and only a: few 
months ago I met him in the corridor 
of the Municipal Building where we 
jokingly: commented on the fact that a 
number of.-people think I_am the Com- 
missioner’ of Accounts. : 

*‘ Every ‘day almost I receive letters 
or telegrams and even checks that are 
not meant for.me.* I.-always return 
them to. the -sender. ~ The newspapérs 
have written facetious articlés about 
the Peg me erat 8s double.

** And I want -it noted on the record 
that I have no judgments against me.”
